Asked if Mr Rajai would be 
a candidate, he replied : “ Yes, 
it is possible.” The Ayatollah

The old chant of St Louis, 
Missouri, i5 only parly true 
nowadays. To be sure, the giant 
red brick home of Budweiser 
and Michelob on the banks of 
the Missouri remains the big- 
gest brewery i in the world.
